The results, released Monday, . 
are the latest installment in the 
American Society ' for 
Microbiology's effort to cajole 
folks into following Mom’s most' 
basic hygiene advice. 

Four years ago, the society 
sponsored a study to sec how 
—often'people take rime forsoap 
and water in restrooms. • 
Researchers stood around, end* 
Icssly combing their hair or 
putting on makeup, while watch* 
ing what people did. Or didn’t do. 

They found that altout one*tlUrd 
of- Americuns stdpjxjd washing. So 
the society sponsored a "clean 
hands campaign” to educate folks 
about the importance of hand ' 
washing in stopping the spread of - 
colds, diarrhea ahd other infec* 
tious diseases 

This month, they did the sun-ey 
again. The result: Nut much has 
. changed. If anything, Americans 
are even slightly more slovenly 
— than— they— were-, in — 1996, —

Four years ago, 60 percent of 
folks using the rest rooms at 
Grand Central and Penn stations 
washed up aftcrwar<L-This time, 
it was Just 49 percent. 

. To the microbiology society, 
made up of infection control 
experts, this is serious, business. 
“Fifteen seconds of soap and 
water and rubbing your l^ds is a 
wonderful way to get germs off. 
We arc not making a lot of 
progress,” said microbiologist 
-Jitdy'Daly of Primary Children’s 
Medical Center in Salt Lake City, 
the society’s secretary. 

Besides the New York train sta-' 
lions, the observers peeked at 


bathroom habits at Golden Gate 
Park in San'Frandsco’, the Navy 
Ker in Chicago, a Braves game in 
Atlanta and a casino in New 
Orlcoru. 

Among the finding.s: 

• Overall, 67 percent of people 
washed w-iih soap and uhiter and 
then dried their hands. 

* The cleanest piM)plc were in 
Chicago, where 83 percent 
washed, followed by 80 percent in 
San Francisco and 64 percent in 
New Orleans and Atlanta. 

■ • Women were' generally more" 
likely than men to wash. The dirt* 
iest guys of all were at the Atlanta 
ball game. Just one-third stopped 
to wash.

• In its choice of Kalispell,

“Attracting a world-class busi- 
ness like Stream, which is in one 
of the fastest growing sectors of

Kalispell Mayor Bill Boharski 
.said in a statement released by . 
Stream. .
